DISAGREE 

Dear  Sir: 

I object  to  the  overwhelming 
simplification  of  the  political  and 
academic  climate  in  California 
and  many  other  educational 
systems  in  the  United  States  ex- 
pressed in  the  Universe  editorial 
of  Feb.  8.  Political  Radicalism, 
Sexual  Freedom,  and  Academic 
Freedom  are  not  necessarily  log- 
ically related,  even  though  they 
may  often  be  advocated  by  the 
same  persons.  To  object  to  one  on 
the  basis  of  reservations  con- 
cerning another  is  to  indulge  in 
imputation  of  guilt  by  associa- 
tion and  the  so-called  fallacy  of 
origin. 

Because  we  pursue  knowledge 
at  an  institution  where  acadenic 
freedom  is  restricted,  it  may  be 
difficult  for  us  to  appreciate  the 
devotion  of  others  to  this  ideal. 
The  University  of  California  was 
organized  with  its  governing 
Board  of  Regents  to  be  politically 
autonomous.  The  apparent  in- 
sertion of  Governor  Reagan’s  pol- 
itical viewpoint  into  the  question 
of  proper  administration  of  the 
university  violates  this  autonomy. 

This  has  become  the  major  is- 
sue, rather  than  the  more  ob- 
vious but  less  important  issues 
of  student  activities  and  their 
demonstrations. 

The  people  of  California  have 
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supported  and  adopted  the  Cal- 
ifornia education  master  plan,  in- 
cluding its  design  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  to  provide 
tuition-free  education  for  12%  of 
•the  California  university  popula- 
tion. If  this  financial  policy  is  to 
be  altered,  this  change  should  re- 
sult from  action  by  the  people  of 
California,  rather  than  from  Gov- 
ernor Reagan’s  naive  attempts  at 
budgetary  economy. 

You  do  neither  California,  the 
idal  of  academic  freedom,  nor 
your  readers  any  service  by  the 
superficial  analysis  exemplified 
in  your  editorial.

ACCURACY  IN  COMMENTS?

No  longer  can  I remain  silent 
while  so  many  use  this  column  to 
pass  on  misleading  information  to 
the  readers.  In  reference  to  Mr. 
H.  0.  Williams  and  his  accurate 
(?)  and  critical  letter  concerning 
condemnations  that  Senator  Ro- 
bert F.  Kennedy  should  have 
made.  I can’t  say  whether  or  not 
that  he  ever  condemned  Lee  Har- 
vey Oswald,  but  new  evidence  in- 
dicates that  Oswald  may  not  have 
been  the  assassin.  The  pocket 
book  edition  titled;  Whitewash, 
by  the  writer  Whitford  (Dell  Pub. 
Co.,  95c)  amassed  a most  impres- 
sive quantity  of  unpublished  and 
supressed  evidence  to  substant- 
iate this. 

Mark  Lane  in  Rush  to  Judge- 
ment shows  also  that  Oswald  was 
very  likely  not  the  assassin,  and 
at  least  not  the  only  assassin.  I’ll 
not  elaborate  on  their  findings 
here;  one  can  do  this  on  his  own. 
But  if  Mr.  Kennedy  were  not  to 
have  condemned  Mr.  Oswald,  then 
it  might  be  due  to  the  reasonable 
question  of  doubt  as  to  the  latter’s 
guilt. 

As  to  the  Fair  Play  for  Cuba 
Committee,  really  now.  Should  we 
condemn  all  actors  and  acting 
guilds  (Governor  Reagan  was 
president  of  an  actor’s  guild  and 
an  actor  prior  to  becoming  Gover- 
nor of  California)  because  John 
W.  Booth  was  an  actor  and  the 
assassin  of  President  Abraham 
Lincoln? 

And  lastly,  I don’t  recall  what 
the  Communist  Party’s  part  was 
in  the  assassination  of  President 
Kennedy.  I have  tried  to  keep  cur- 
,rent.  on  all  reliable  evidence  con- 


cerning the  assassination  and 
have  found  nothing  that  appears 
concrete  to  suggest  this.  The  CIA 
was  working  on  a theory  similiar 
to  a “Manchurian  Candidate” 
type  situation  as  a longshot  pos- 
sibility. But  proof  was  lacking 
and  the  idea  discarded. 

The  former  Senator  Barry  Gold- 
water  made  the  mistake  on  occas- 
ions of  commenting  “from  the 
hip,”  or  being  too  extemporan- 
eous for  the  general  public.  Sena- 
tor Kennedy  is  not  void  of  this 
practice  but  tries  to  keep  it  at  a 
minimum.  Therefore,  it  might  be 
quite  understandable  for  him  not 
to  comment  on  something  as  ill- 
founded  in  logic  and  proof  as 
those  criticisms  leveled  against 
him  by  Mr.  Williams.

The  broadcast 
quoted  the  demonstrators  as  shout- 
ing.

“Doomsday”  had  arrived  for  the 
Russians. 

Supporters  of  the  73-year-old 
Chinese  Communist  Party  Chair- 
man meanwhile  warned  that  his 
opponents  in  the  “cultural  revolu- 
tion” might  attempt  an  armed  coup 
or  a “palace  revolution.” 

The  warning  appeared  in  Kwang- 
ming  Daily,  an  officially  approved 
newspaper.  A “Red  Guard  Forum” 
in  the  paper  indicated  Maoists  were 
winning  the  political  struggle  shak- 
ing CJhina  but  warned  that  they 
should  be  alert  against  counter- 
attacks and  coup  attempts  which 
it  indicated  were  always  imminent. 

It  told  Mao’s  supporters; 

“Wage  a constant  and  resolute 
struggle  against  the  incorrect  line 
within  the  ranks  of  the  revolution- 
ary rebels,  defeat  the  opportunist 
trend  of  thought  from  both  the  left 
and  the  right,  and  force  out  into 
the  open  the  conspirators  who 
scheme  to  usurp  the  leadership  of 
the  revolutionary  rebels.” 

The  broadcast  said  “the  enemy 
will  not  perish  of  himself”  and; 
urged  Mao’s  followers  to  guard 
against  a possible  “palace  coup”  or 
an  attempt  to  size  power  by  an 

armed  coup.” 

It  said  the  new  organization  would 
mastermind  all  anti-Soviet  activi- 
ties including  demonstrations  out- 
side the  embassy  in  Peking. 

Reporting  on  Tuesday’s  anti-  Chi- 
nese demonstrations  in  Moscow, 
Peking  Radio  said  Wednesday  200 
Russians  broke  into  the  embassy 
grounds  “and  20  hooligans  forced 
the  door  of  the  embassy  open.” 

Soviet  officials  said  the  Chinese 
tricked  the  demonstrators  into  en- 
tering the  embassy  by  suddenly 
pulling  open  the  door  as  they  pres- 
sed against  it.

Hobart,  Tasmania  (UPI)— Mile 
upon  mile  of  Tasmania’s  south 
coast  lay  in  blackened,  smoulder- 
ing waste  Wednesday  night  from 
brushfires  which  left  at  least  47 
persons  dead  and  thousands  home- 
less. 

Looters  disguised  as  firefighters 
robbed  many  homes  desert^  by 
their  owners  as  they  fled  the  fires. 
Sixteen  homes  in  West  Hobart  alone 
were  completely  stripped. 

The  brushfires  broke  out  Tuesday 
after  a 102-degree  heat  wave  struck 
this  Island  State  off  the  southern 
tip  of  Australia.  The  were  fanned 
by  gale  force  winds  and  the  flames 
at  one  point  threatened  to  sweep 
into  this  capital  city. 

Thousands  of  homeless  wandered 
the  streets  of  Hobart  in  a daze, 
owning  only  the  clothes  on  their 
backs.  Emergency  red  cross  shel- 
ters provided  food,  clothing  and 


bedding.  The  only  Hobart  radio 
station  still  on  the  air  broadcast 
an  unending  stream  of  messages 
from  people  assuring  relatives  they 
were  well. 

Thousands  of  acres  were  burned 
out  in  once-prosperous  farm  areas. 
Maimed  sheep  with  charred  wool 
coats  bleated  weakly  as  they  mov- 
ed among  dead  bloated  animals. 
Tearful  farmers  shot  badly  injuried 
stock. 

, Gutted  homes  were  grimly  silhou- 
etted against  the  horizon.  The 
Launcestonn  Reporter,  an  Austral- 
jian  newspaper,  reported:  “At  one 
Ismail  town  an  80-year-old  woman 
i carried  buckets  of  water  to  fire- 
fighters only  to  find  later  her  own 
home  had  been  razed.  Each  hour 
brought  new  reports  of  devastation. 
People  weary  and  overwhelmed 
wondered  when  it  would  end.

Liimo— BYU's  Northern  Light

The  skill  of  an  Olympic  athlete, 
the  international  flavor  of  a native 
Finn,  and  the  enthusiastic  drive  of 
a Cougar  basketballer  combine  to 
signify  a main  current  in  the  BYU 
powerhouse — Kari  Liimo. 

From  Helsinki,  Finland,  Kari 
shattered  former  freshman  scoring 
record  last  year  with  a 24.4  aver- 
age. This  season  he  has  amazed 
fans  with  his  smooth  play  on  the 
varsity  squad. 

Liimo’s  presence  here  dates  back 
to  the  days  in  his  homeland  when 
he  was  a member  of  the  country’s 
fiational  basketball  team— the  Ol- 
ympic squad. 

A 6’  7”  high  school  basketball 
player,  Kari  was  chosen  to  repre- 
sent his  area  on  the  national  team. 
The  boys  traveled  to  Tokoyo  and 
Europe  competing  against  other 
teams. 

During  the  tours,  Kari  became 
close  friends  with  Robert  Peterson, 
the  assistant  coach  of  the  team  who 
would  later  be  responsible  for 
Kari’s  coming  to  BYU. 

Robert  Peterson  had  served  an 
LDS  mission  to  Finland  ten  years 
before,  then  returned  to  the  coun- 
try to  renew  his  acquaintances 
with  the  Scandanavians  via  the 
Olympic  team. 

After  watching  Liimo’s  progress 
on  the  squad,  Peterson  contacted 
Stan  Watts  and  arranged  for  Kari 
to  attend  BYU  on  a basketball 
scholarship. 

In  September,  19S5,  the  quiet 
and  modest  Finn  arrived  at  Hela- 
man  Halls  with  only  six  months’ 
exposure  to  the  English  language. 


It  was  also  his  first  trip  to  the 
U.S.A. 

“The  first  I saw  of  the  United 
States,”  recalls  Kari,  “was  New 
York  City.  Everything  was  rushed 
and  very,  very  busy.  Then  I ar- 
rived in  Provo,  and  it  was  much 
more  peaceful.  I really  liked  it.” 

Last  year,  a tutor  helped  him 
understand  his  English  text-books 
and  he  needed  an  interpreter  on 
occasion.  However,  though  Liimo 
does  have  some  trouble  with  his 
classes  now,  he  is  becoming  adapt- 
ed to  his  new  language. 

“School  is  easier  for  me  this 
year,”  he  says,  and  he  adds  with 
a smile,  “and  of  course,  much 
more  fun!” 

Liimo  admits  that  he  notices 
a difference  in  basketball  play. 
He  explains  that  Finnish  bas- 
ketball is  a much  smaller  pro- 
duction. There  are  club  squads  in- 
stead of  college  teams.  Fans  sup- 
port is  also  different. 

“In  Finland,”  he  says,  “every- 
one just  watches  the  game,  and 
maybe  claps  every  now  and  then. 
Here,  it’s  easier  to  play  your  best, 
because  you  know  by  the  cheer- 
ing that  everyone  is  for  you.” 

Liimo  has  thrilled  basketball  en- 
thusiasts with  his  outstanding  per- 
formances as  the  only  sophomore 
starter  on  the  team.  He  leads  the 
squad  in  rebounds  with  115,  and 
also  in  free  throws  with  a 79  per 
cent  average.  He  is  third  highest 
scorer,  with  12.6  points  per  game. 

In  the  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence, Kari  is  listed  among  the  top 
players  on  statistic  sheets,  being 
third  highest  rebounder  and  four- 
teenth leading  scorer. 


Much  At  Stake;  Cats 
Take  On  Utah  Saturday

The  6’  2”  junior  from  Savannah, 
Ga.,  is  currently  averaging  20.2 
points  per  game  and  has  snared 
149  rebounds  to  place  second  in 
board  work  among  the  Utes. 

First  in  rebounding  for  Utah  is 
center  DeWitt  Menyard.  The  6’ 8” 
junior  from  South  Bend.  Ind.,  is 
averaging  11.7  rebounds  per  game 
and  is  scoring  at  a 16.3  clip.  1 


Third  in  line  in  scoring  for  the 
Utes  is  6'  6”  forward  Lyndon 
MacKay  who  is  averaging  10.3  ppg.

Art  Dept.  Casts  Bronze  Images 


The  “lost-wax  process,”  once  a 
well-guarded  secret,  now  is  a well- 
know  technique  used  by  BYU  stu- 
dents and  faculty  to  cast  art  ob- 
jects in  bron2e. 

It  takes  its  name  from  the  fact 
that  the  wax  used  as  a model  is 
melted  and  lost  during  the  casting 
with  molten  metal. 

COMMERCIAL  CREATIONS 
Constructed  during  the  1951-52 
school  term,  the  foundry  is  located 
on  500  North  Street  in  Provo,  near 
the  old  lower  campus.  The  foun- 
dry was  one  of  the  first  bronze 
foundries  started  at  a Western 
university,  and  is  still  one  of  the 
few  Utah  foundries  to  produce  com- 
mercial creations. 


Professor  Glen  H.  I'urner,  chair- 
man of  the  BYU  Art  Dept,  is  the 
man  responsible  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  foundry.  Franz  M.  Jo- 
hansen, a member  of  the  art  facul- 
ty, now  oversees  the  shop. 

BYU  GRADUATE 
Johansen,  who  has  the  M.A.  de- 
gree from  BYU,  also  studied  at 
the  Academy  de  Chaumiere  in 
Paris,  and  is  an  outstanding  sculp- 
tor. Many  of  his  own  creations 
have  been  produced  at  the  foun- 
dry. 

BYU’s  foundry  furnaces  are  cap- 
able of  producing  temperatures 
ranging  from  2200  to  2400  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  and  can  hold  approxi- 
mately 700  pounds  of  molten  metal

They  will  be  judged  by  the  art 
department  on  creativity  and 
originality. 


While  students  do  most  of  the  work 
in  the  foundry,  an  actual  “pour,” 
which  involves  moving  a large 
quantity  of  white-hot  metal,  is  al- 
ways conducted  by  a faculty  mem- 
ber. 

ANCIENT  TECHNIQUE 

The  lost-wax  process,  an  ancient 
technique  dating  back  to  pre- 
Chi’istian  Chinese  history,  is  the 
method  used  by  BYU  bronze-cast- 
ers. The  art  c^ject  is  created  in^ 
wax,  and  then  covered  with  plast- ' 
er.  The  whole  lump  is  then  heated 
until  the  wax  runs  out  in  special- 
ly-created vents,  accounting  for 
its  name.  Then  molten  bronze  is. 
poured  into  the  core  and  allowed 
to  settle  and  cool.  Later,  the  plast- 
er is  chipped  off,  leaving  the  bronze 
image. 

LIMITED 

Because  of  the  limited  size  of 
the  foundry,  the  largest  thing  that 
can  be  molded  is  about  42  inches 
high.

The  Reading  Dynamics  In- 
stitute reports  that  the  aver- 
age speed  of  graduates  is  well 
above  1,500  words  per  minute. 
If  students  cannot  at  least 
triple  their  reading  speed, 
with  good  comprehension, 
they  are  offered  a full  tuition 
refund.  Less  than  1.5%  have 
asked  for  the  refund  during 
the  seven  years  the  course  has 
been  offered. 

Many  students  come  back 
regularly,  at  no  charge,  for 
several  sessions  each  year  to 
further  improve  their  reading 
skills.

Teaching  methods  are  con- 
tinually being  refined.  For 
example,  after  several  years 
of  research  and  experimenta- 
tion by  Evelyn  Wood,  a whole 
new  training  program  was  in- 
stituted, giving  improved  re- 
sults with  heavy  emphasis  on 
technical  reading  and  study 
techniques. 


EDITORIAL 


by  Ni.  DOUGLAS  WOOD,  Institute  Director 

Dr.  Robert  Hutchins,  former  President  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  founder  of  the  Great  Books  Program,  once 
said,  “To  destroy  our  Western  Civilization,  we  don’t  have  to 
burn  all  the  books.  We  merely  have  to  leave  them  unread  for 
one  generation.”  The  principal  problem  we  have  to  face  today, 
as  the  frontiers  of  human  knowledge  are  being  thrust  back,  is 
that  this  knowledge  is  being  committed  to  print,  and  it  must 
be  read  before  it  can  be  used. 

Advances  have  been  made  in  almost  every  field  of  human 
endeavoi’.  We  run  faster,  fly  higher,  and  dive  deeper,  but  we 
still  read  at  the  same  speed  that  our  grandparents  did:  300 
words  per  minute.  With  the  discovery  of  Reading  Dynamics, 
this  is  no  longer  necessary. 

The  whole  philosophy  of  learning  could  be  changed  if 
every  person  in  this  country  would  take  the  time  to  use  his 
dormant  capabilities  for  faster  reading.  No  industry  could  use 
the  same  standards  and  techniques  it  used  25  years  ago  and 
expect  to  continue  in  existence.  Yet,  we  remain  satisfied  with 
the  same  old  reading  standards  and  techniques. 

This  would  be  fine  if  there  were  no  better  technique 
available,  but  a major  breakthrough  in  this  field  has  occurred. 
Victor  Hugo  said,  “There  is  nothing  in  this  world  so  powerful 
as  an  idea  whose  time  has  come.  . Reading  Dynamics  is 
such  an  idea.
